Openinfir of tho Trial of Daniel Congh- 
liu for tho Capital 
Oireuce. 



The Story Told by Prosecuting: Conu- 
sel— Keply on tho Part of 
Defeuce. 



CuicAoo, Ills., Dec. 7.— Tho trial of 
Daniel CouKhUn for oomplioity in the mur- 
der of Dr. Cronin is going forward rapidly. 

Much nrogreaa was recorded to-day. Kieli- 
ham .Scanlau Qniahod hia openiiif^ address for 
the Slate uliout noon, and Daniel Donohoo 
occupied tho afternoon in aettin;,' fortli the 
tlofoncc. Ho coucluded Into this afternoon, 
and Judge Wing, also for the defence, will 
begin his argument at the opening of the 
court in tho morning. 

Mra. Coughlin, wife of " Big Dan," oLid 
in black and weiiring a thin veil, waa In 
court this morning when hor husbund'a case 
began. On either aide of her sat a number 
of laiUea all an.xioUB to got a look at the 
p.iir. C,'out;lilin, however, had his back to 
the crowd, and wah Intent upon tho words 
and acliocia of tliB lawyers. 

Al. me nulact of Lawyer Scanlan's ad- 
:!r',-js, he referred to .J. 15. Simoua, thu man 
who bronjjht the furniture from tho Carlson 
collage, when ho was interrupted by Judge 
Wing, who ol.jeotod to tho use of the man's 
name. "The flight of this muD Simons, 
who tho prosecution saya was a conspirator, 
cannot be taken as an evidenoo of guilt," 
said Judge Wing, "and therefore, I object 
to any elaboration on the part of tho Stale 
concerning him or his alleged part in 
this conepiraoy. Further, his name 
is not mentioned in the indictment." 

After maoh diacusBion and reference to 
parallel cases, Jadge Tuthill ruled sgainHt 
the state. 

Continuing, Mr. Soanlan told of the mys- 
torlous, dishonest and darh manner in which 
defendant and hia brother conHpirators 
conducted thomaelvsR just prior to tho 
murder of the Doctor. Ho told of 
Martin Uurke renting tho cotlugo 
from old man Carlson ; of hov,- Burke 
never occupied the cottage, but always 
promp^Iy paid tho rent. Tlie attorney then 
impressively carried the jury with him over 
tho whole story of tlio great conspiracy. 
Ho apoko of icoman O'Sullivan'a talk 
with old man Carlson, and how at Brat tho 
ioenian denied uny knowledge of llio tenants 
of tho cottage, but aftorwarda acknowl- 
edged that ho knew of them, and 
that " IIo was all right." Mr. 
.Soanlan then told of Dun Coughlin'a 
frc i|uenirly telephoning from thoEastChicago 
station to O'riullivan at Lake View and of 
Ilia f",H|uent vinil. " Now wo come to 
Dunio Coughlin'a actual appearanOe and 
work in direct connection with the murder," 
saiil the at Inrney. 

"On iho night of May 1, ISS!), a man ap- 
peared at Pat Dinan'a livery stable and 
asked for a horse and buggy. He at flrst 
objected to a white horse, and also wanted 
a oarriugo with sido blinds. Both requosls 
were rcfuaed by tho livery atablo proprietor, 
and finally the man, whoso hut waa 
pulled down over hia eyoa, took 
tho rig and drove north, though he 
had atatcd that he desired to go to his 
uuul'a house on South Halatead street. The 
man who rented the rig was sent there by 
Dan ('(/ughlin, for he himself siiya so. He 
told tlie chief of police that he did. Sliorliy 
after the rig waa rented, Dr. Cronin re- 
ceived an urgent call to go to P. O'Sulli- 
van'a ice houae to attend a man who had 
been run over by an ice wagon. The defence 
may attempt to prove that the murder did 
not take place in the Carlson cottage, but I 
point you to the direction in which the 
doctor was driven and the teatimony of old 
.\Ira. HortoD, who saw the white horse and 
buggy drive to the door of the 
cottage and a man carrying a 
boxlike oaae, snob as piiysictana 
have, Btep out and into tho cottage. Tho 
dcscriptina of this man tallies exactly with 
that ot Dr. Cronin. Then she heard the 
noiac of the overturned furniture, the Ihud 
like a fall of aoiiiething, and groans and 
eriea of "Oh niy (iod, oh JesuB I" The 
cowardly brutus had done tlieir work." 

CouL'hIin here moveil uneaaily in hia chair. 
He picked up a paper and tried to rend il ; 
lull, put it do'.vn. Mr. Sciiiilau grew 
draiiiatie uiiil forciful and [irocei'ded, every 
word being tiiken in by the accused. " Half 
an hour after another bugi;y was driven up 
to lliu cottage. William Mee'rb will 
ay thai the man who dro^-e Ibis 
I'C'Tiiil luijjgy was Daniel Cnu:;hUn. D iiiiel 
('(juglilin I'.ad a key and opened the door 
and went in, and the preparations were 
made to bide tho body. 'I'he buti^liei'ed re- 
maina of Dr. (."ronin were then plueeil in a 
trunk, placed in llie buggy ihut Coughlin 
hove and, lute al night, the bloody handed 
gang of aasaaaina aet out to conceal the vie- 
tiin of the infiunoua crime." 

With iiiipasdnni'rl iiLlerincc, the prosecu- 
tor traced the windings of the niurderera. 
"Hours after tlie killing they v.-ere seen 
away oul on the North Slioro drive;. Tlioy 
were seen in other parts of the city. 'J'liey 
were frightened oil' by tho police, but liiially 
toward irioruing, they reached |a lonely 
spot in Luke View and there in a catch 
baain in one of the aewors tho body was 
thrust. Hard by a big trunk was found 
saturated with blood, and then, that same 
Sunday afternoon. Dr. Cronin's diaappoar- 
anco was reported to the police. But, thai 
morning, Mr. ConliliD, in whose houae Dr. 
(Jronin lived, went out to 0'8ullivon's 
house tn see what kept the Doctor from home. 
They spoke about the accident to the ico- 
ii\an'8 einployo, but no accident had taken 
place. Then the police wont upon the 
truck of tho a.sBuaain. Coughlin had been 
detailed to tho work. The publio miud be- 
iiunie o.xoited. A most duninable crime had 
been committed. Tho white horae incident 
waa reported to tlio police, and Diuan, 
the livery man, iearning of it, visited 
the Chicago avenue htation to tell 
whut ho knew of it. He met Coughlin. 
" Ynu look agitated," observed Coughlin, 
" Dnnt you think 1 ought to bo ? " in<iuired 
Dinan. " Thai while horse and buggy waa 
driven liy a man you got the rig for. I am 
gidng to tell all about it." " Wluiit waa 
Coiiglilin'a reply?" asked .Mr. Scunlan, 
" Ho told Dinan to keep hia mouth abut, 
saying that he and Dr. Cronin liad been 
ouemicB for fouryeaia." 

Mr. Hciiulun l(d(l ot tho lindiug of the 
body eightoon days later, and touched again 
on the murder in the cottage, saying he 
understood the defence was going to ques- 



tion the uaaortioa thai Dr. Crunin waa 
killed thoro. In conclusion, ho said : "la 
Martin Burk dead la P. O'SuIIivan 
dead V And whore is Dan Coughlin to-day ? 
Ho aita hero in this court room 
scarcely whipped by juatice, whilst hia tools 
who died in prison uro in their graves. 
Gentlemen, thia, in brief, ia a partial atate- 
niont of what tho Stale eipecta to prove ut 
thia trial, Tho jury's privilege ia ulmoat 
akin to that of the divinity. They may 
send Dan Coughlin to tho gallows or turn 
him free to walk the streets like any other 
man." 

At the oonolusion of Mr. Scanlan's ad- 
dress a recefs was taken until two o'clock, 
when Daniel Donahue began his arRument 
for the defence. 

In the course of his address, he said : 
" This cage has once been .tried. ^Vhat u 
farce, what a mockery in the name of justice 
and law waa that trial ! What gigantic and 
malioioas efforts were made to strangle five 
innocent citizens to death 1 When we look 
back on that trial all tho indignation of our 
soul and all the sadness of our heart sit in 
council together." 

Mr. Bottome objected to any reference by 
counsel to the other Wial, and the Court 
ruled that during this trial the previous 
hearing should not be in any woy considered, 
either in apeeoh or otherwise. 

Counaol then reaumed : " What ia the 
charge in thia oaae ? Plainly, it ia that 
Daniel Coughlin, John F, IStgga, John 
Kun/.B, Murliu Burke, P. O'.Sullivan and 
otliera connpired to kill and murder Dr. 
Cronin. Air. .Scaiilan, in liia opening 
speech, mentioned Kun/.e'a name once. 
John. F. lieggj' name was not uttered 
once, Betrga waa aci|uittod en the former 
trial. Where did the conspiracy begin '; I 
do not know and I cannot tell from tho 
proof. Was Dr. Crtmin killed in Cook 
county? I do not know and cannot tell 
from tho proof, W'aa the doctor killed in 
tho Carlaon'a cottage ? I do not 
know and I cannot loll from the 
proofs. Snub ia my atato of mind and such 
will be the state of your niinda when you 
ahull have heard all tho evidence, and, auch 
being the fact, it will be your duly on your 
oatha and your privileges aa men to restore 
Daniel Coughlin to tho blessed air of liberty 
and to tho happineaa that beams from tho 
faces of hia wife and children." 

Mr. Donahue reviewed the case, giving 
tho meaning of " reasonable doubt " and all 
tho other points which arise in most murder 
casea. Ho severely criticised tho speech of 
Mr. iScanlan, which ho oharacleri/.od aa & 
" buiuUe of opinions, " and to whom ho fre- 
fjuently referred aa a " man of suspiciona." 
Sir. Douohuo concluded his speech just bo- 
foBo tho court adjourned for the day. 

Judge Wing will spoak for the defence to- 
moarow morning. 



PROF. TYNDALL. 



He Took a Dose nf Chloral to Ilellevo I'ain 
and Died From its KU'ccts. 

London, Deo. 7. — At the inquest held 
on the body of Professor I^ndall, his wife 
testified that the deceased had taken chloral 
for tho purpose of relieving pain, and that 
after ho had swallowed it he jumped out of 
bed and exclaimed : "Get u atoinach 
pump!" Mrs. Tyndall caused Dr. Win- 
ilanloy to be innnedialely aummoned, and 
gave her husband a mustard emetic, also 
some colTte. He became unoonaoious. Dr. 
Winstunley did all he could for him, and 
later in the day be regained his senses, 
and recognized and spoke to tho dootors. 
The latter worked over him all day. Mra. 
Tyndall gave her husband the chloral at 
Si.'iO o'clock in the morning, and at 8:30 p. 
m. all was over. Dr. Winstanley testified 
that be had used an eleotrio battery on 
Prof. Tyndall, and had his ln)}gs not been 
disabled bo might have survived. Dr. 
Buzzard supported Dr. Winstanley 's testi- 
mony. He said that Professor and Mrs. 
Tyndall wore an afTeotionate and devoted 
couple, and ho waa aatiatied that iho death 
of tho Profeaaor was purely accidental.

HON. EODOLPHE LAPLAMMB. 

Death of One of the Best Known liberals in 
the I'rovince of Quebec. 

MoNTRKAL, Dec. 7. — (Special) — Hon. 
Touaanint Antoinc f-todolpho Luflamme, Q, 
C, miniater of justiee in tho iMackenzie 
adniiniatriition, died at '2:'M) at hia house, 
■100 .Slierbrooke street. He had been ill a 
few days, sulTering from bronchitis. Mr. 
LaiUmme wua born at Montreal in 1S'J7, his 
father being a merchant and hia mother a 
daughter of one of the Aoadiana who were 
expelled from Nova Scotia. Ho was edu- 
cated at tho college of St. Sulpioo and waa 
called to the Bur of Lower Canada in 1849, 
being appointed (,l.C. in ISli.'i. He waa 
counsel for the Seigneura who claimed their 
indemnity in virtue of the Seignorial Act, 
lSrj7-8, wua one of tho earliest members of 
tho L. C. Jloiiije party ; became one of the 
editors of L'Avenir ; and wua in 1S67 elected 
Preaidont of Inatitut Canadian, Montreal, 
of which lie waa one of tho founders. He 
waa professor of tho Law of Real Property 
in McGill University, from which he re- 
ceived tho hon. degree of D.C.L., 1S73. He 
waa a member of the executive of the Re- 
form Asaociatioa of the Parti National of 
Montreal, and deolined a puiane judgeship 
in the Supreme court, 187S.

AGRICULTURAL CONGRESS. 



Important Meeting: Held In London 
Resolves in Favor of it Union 
of the Industry.'^ 

Farm Lands Declared to Bear an 
Excessive Share of Fabllc 
Burdens. 



London, Deo. 7. — A congress opened in 
St. James hall to-day under the auspices of 
tho National Agricultural Union. Tho 
Earl of Winchelsea, president. Among 
those present were the Evel of Harrowby, 
the Earl of Denbigh, Lord Radnor and sixty 
membera of the House of Commons. 

The Eurl of W'iuchelsea s&id that tho re- 
solutions that wonid bo Bubinitted to the 
congreaa embodied a largo number of sug- 
gcationa that had been received from repre- 
sentative agriuulturalista nil over tho world, 
Sinco the last cougreas was held the notioi* 
was becoming more and more dependent 
upon food brought from foreign oountries. 
The oonaenans of puhllo opinion was that 
the navy was unable to protect the food 
supply in the event of war. One cause of 
the distress was the fall in prices due to 
foreign competition. It was neoeaaary for 
the producera to combine and work, not for 
protection, but for fair play, Tho Earl 
moved that all interebted in land should sup- 
port the union. This motion was unani- 
mously adopted. 

Sir Richard Paget, monilier of Parliament, 
moved the adop'liou nf a resolution declaring 
that an excessive shuro of the publio bur- 
dena was borne by farm lands us compared 
with other aouroea of income. 

Sir Richard Paget'a motion waa carried.

Both 
tunnels are in about ninety feet.

" Bill " Alperaon, of Spokane, and Paul 
Gaston, of i'alouae City, have purohuaed 
tho Golden Queen, a Trail Creek mineral 
claim, at a price stated to bo $7,01)0, of 
which $'J,r)OI) waa caah. Tho claim ia close 
to tho War Iviglo, and it may be worked 
this winter. It ia " developed " by five or 
six 1,'i-foot holes, tho ore being a copper 
sulphide carrying gold. 

Tho wrecked steamer State of Idaho is 
now almost entirely under water at Buchan- 
an's mill, at Kaslo. Owing to the non- 
arrival of necessary tackle, nothing is being 
done to haul her out of the )vater.

Those who are aci|uaintod with the 
Slooan country aro aware that juat to tho 
north of tiear lake lies a dry belt of oro of 
considerable extent, and, if recent reports 
are to be believed, rich as well. P. Brinly, 
who has spent the season in devefoping the 
Corbott claim in this belt predicts a lively 
season up there nest year. " There will 
not," said he, " be much doing up there this 
winter, as not many of the claim owners 
built close cabins or laid in supplies to carry 
them through. Many of the owners are 
too poor to go on with the Work, but some 
of them arc shipping a few tons of ore for 
tho purpoae of getting a grub stake. From 
the returns received on these shipments it 
ia aafo to say that this will be a wonderful 
camp when fully developed."

Sj-iuUciito FornuHl to Carry oil Kxteiialve 
llydriuiUc Mluiiii:. 

Tho Miner states that a ayndicale consist- 
ing of J. A. Kirk, J. F. Ritchie, K. H. 
Dougan, F. M. .McLcoiI, John Elliott, J. V. 
Hume, R.J. Bealey and(;. W. Richanhiuu, 
haa been formed for the purpose of aciniir- 
ing and developing tho Houhlcr placer chiim 
on Forty-Nino creek, about eight milea weat 
of Nelaon. J. F. Rice, superintendent of 
tho Kootenay Hydraulic Company'a claims 
on tho Pend d'Oreille river was engaged to 
make a thorough examination of tho 
property. In hia report ho states that the 
property consists of ono and one-i|Uur- 
lor miles in length along tho course 
of tho Forty-Nine creek channel and 
tho banks on either side for a width ot 
700 feet. Tho bod rock ia a ooarae-Rrained 
granite, in irregular layers, forming u very 
uneven bottom, making natural rilllos favor- 
aljle for arresting tho coarser particlea nf 
gold. Tests mado in an open cut in the 
channel gravel for a distance of 70 feet gave 
returus of uue-half cent per pan, or aiiout 
60 cents per cubic yard. The uneven 
nature of the bed-rook and the character of 
the gold distributed through the entire de- 
posit, point to rich deposits in favored 
places on the bottom. The channel gold is 
heavy, of a flat, angular shape, compara- 
tively ooarse and of a oharaoter to savo in 
tho sluices. Samples taken from over a 
largo area, including the aurface, sides and 
foot of tho banks, and tho aurfaco of the 
channel, gave an averigo of 20 cents per 
cubic yard. It is the intention of the com- 
pany to stock the mine for $100,000.

Uerr 
Moser, \\ urtemburg'.i minister to Prusaia, 
haa been on excclleii raia ivith the Berlin 
Government. His rtiiti inent was ilue to 
his disagreement w it h tti'> l'r(!mier. From 
other sourcea, the Llnile 1 I'reaa corrospond- 
ent learned that the situation ia unaetlled, 
Premier Miltnach ia iu great disfavor in 
Berlin and steps are making to replace him 
with Herr von Moser, who is amenable to 
Prussian influence.

While buaineaa is 
tlius diaippointing, the tone remaina 
steady, otocka are light in tho aggregate 
in all directions, current production is not 
expinded to any appreciable extent, if ex- 
panding at all, and values all round are on 
a decidedly lower basis. These are ole- 
menta of strength, oven in a dull time, and 
sellers are supported by them. Whatever 
changes in prices were noted during the 
week were in an upward direction, but in 
each iuatanco were due to tho strength of 
the print cloth market, rather than general 
conditions. Collections are still an unfav- 
orable factor in tho situation. Complaints 
of backward payments are far more numer- 
ous, whilst evidences of extended obliga- 
tions being mot are increasing. 

OFFENCE OF A CHIEF JUSTICE.

Mr. Klverton 
was present to defend himself. He 
objected, h-o said, to being tried before he 
waa informed of tho actual ollenco com- 
mitted by him. He also rtqueated that hia 
accuaera be named. He felt that bo was 
entided to be examined first of all before 
the executive council of tho colony, and 
upon specific not general charges. The 
council adjourned the hearing.

Montevideo, Dec. 7. — News from Rio de 
Janeiro is that President Peixoto has im- 
prisoned liarnn de Santateola and his son, 
and will hold them as hostages for the rest 
of the prisoners now in the hands of ths 
Federals. The Brazilian rebels of Rio 
Grande do Sul are besieging the town of 
Bage. General Isadoro, recently made a 
prisoner by the Federals, waa wounded in 
tho arm, and the insurgents are threatening 
to shoot him. Peixoto's Minister of War 
has telegraphed to General Tuvares, who 
captured Isadoro, that if the latter is shot 
he will immediately order the execution of 
Colonel Faunda Tavares, a priaonor in Porto 
Alegro, capital of tho State of Rio Grande 
do Sul. The Caatilhiata soldiera forndng 
the garrison of Santa Ana are ready to 
march to Uruguayana and join General 
Hipolito and his forces. 

New Vork, Deo. 7. — The Brazilian 
cruiser America, which sailed from New 
Vork for Kio de Janeiro on tho night of 
November 20, to fight the rebel Admiral 
Mello's warships, ia lying at Bridgetown, 
Barbadoes, so seriously diaabled by the act 
of an unknown traitor among ber crow that 
she will probably bo unable to continue her 
voyage for several weeks. A cable meeaage 
was received by Flint & Co. from tho Weal 
Indies, late yesterday afternoon, announcing 
that one of the vessel's valvea, among the 
moat vulnerable parts of a stoaniahip'a 
machinery, had been purposely broken by 
some unknown member of tho crew- The 
cruiser Nictheroy, which sailed from St. 
Thomas on Sunday, continued her voyage 
from St. Thomas alone. After considerable 
delay the Brazilian torpedo boat was towed 
out on her way to Brazil this morning, 

Washington. Dfc. 7. — The Brazilian 
minister said to-day, with reference to 
Mello's return to the mouth of the bay of 
Rio: "I suppose he has got tired waiting 
for the Amerioa and Nictheroy outside and 
ran in to get something to cat."

Kvory man of them liiva adopted a theory 
wliicli lio Ijolievea, if put in practico, would 
cure society of all the cconomio ills it has 
boon hoir to. The SooialUts are quite as 
much political economiBts (ks tlie individual- 
ists, the proteotionista as tlie free traders. 
The reformera or the would-be reformers 
can no moro yot away from political economy 
than tho ignorant Hour^'eoiu in tho Fri'uoh 
play could got rid of prose. Ho had boon talli- 
iug prose all hia life though he was not 
aware of it. la the same way the renovators 
of Booiuty who deiiounco political economy 
cannot opoii thuir mouths on thoir favorite 
topic without trying lo inoiilcalo sumo sort 
of political economy— and very i|Uoor politi- 
cal economy it uomelitnea ia. Tho London 
Times commenting on' the utteranoea of 
gentlemen who had said some rather strange 
thiuga about political economy aud political 
oconomiata, aaya : 

" Tliey would aleo add greatly to thoir 
uaefulnesB and avoid aomo riUhor ridiculoua 
dooiamution if they would niaater tho ole- 
monlary truths that what aro called eoon- 
omio laws are not perverted ethical maxims 
enacted by unchrislinn econoiniala, but aim- 
ply gonoraliz itiotiH of everyday plionomona. 
I'eoplo have been buying in tho cheipost 
market for thousands of years before Eng- 
lish eoonomista drew out in formal proposi- 
tions the consefjuences of that universal ten- 
dency Political economy, if 

those voliemoiit coiitroveraialiata could 
(inly sou it, in notliing hut Cnininon aonae and 
common o'uaervation thrown into a methodi- 
cal and systematized arrangement. If a 
man has the materials he need not trouble 
himaelf very much about the system." 

Tho laws that govern tho economic world 
have boon iu operation over ainco men 
formed thomaelvea into coinniunitiea and 
bartered uommoditioa or bought and Bold 
the products of their various industries. 
Clalileo might aa reasonably be denounced 
for aaying that the eirtli ia round and that 
it revolves around ihe nun according lo 
lixed lawa that ahvaya have exiated, aa that 
the ])olitioal oconomiata should bo hold up 
to scorn becauao tliey have discovered lawa 
by which the business of the world can be 
carried on successfully, and the wealth that 
the earth possesses can be most readily made 
productive of the best possible results.

Tho city election law ia defective and it ia 
unjust in its operation. Some, for iastance, 
who faave paid large amounts on real estate 
— it may bo luindroda of dollars — find, to 
their eiirpriso and disgust, that they cannot 
vote becaUBo tliey have forgotten to pay a 
trilling amount ua license fee or road tax. 
The cabman or tho peddlar who has paid 
into the Treasury a very small amount in 
taxes can vote, while tho owner of real 
estate who haa contril)uled twonly 
times the amount is, on account 
of an oversight, diafranchised. Thie 
ia moat unfair. The interest whioli the 
ratepayer has in the good government of 
the city may be thousands of times greater 
than that of the holder of a license. The 
law which gives the latter a voice iu tho 
management of tho city's afFairs, while it 
denies it to the former, ia not one which ia 
calculated to promote the welfare of the 
city. 

We believe that the property owner 
should be entitled to vote whether he paya 
the amount levied on hia real estate or not. 
Tho asacsanient ia not like a debt whioh 
cm be repudiated or ita payment avoided. 
The property rather than the person ia 
liable for the tax. Tlio city is 
sure of ita money in any event. 
If the tax is not paid punctually tho owner 
is fined a large percentage, and if he neglects 
to pay, the city can recover what ia due it, 
with all expcnsea, oil' the property, which 
cannot talte to itaelf wings and lly away. 
It is, therefore, we contend, unfair and 
detrimental to the interests of the city to 
punish a property owner who is temporarily 
embarra'ssed, or even neglectful, both by 
fine and disfranchiaenient. No buBineaa 
concern treata ita debtors with such harah- 
neaa, and we cannot aoe why llio city abould 
be more exacting and more severe than u 
bank or a loan company. 

We trust that when tlie Municipalities 
Act ia amended at the next aoBsioii of tho 
Legislature — as it ia pretty aiire to l)e — 
property ownora will lie freed from all dia- 
abililios. 'J'he ownerbbip of [jroijerty aliould 
givG the right to vote whether the owners 
have paid their assessed taxes or not ; and 
default in the payment of any other tax to 
which they may be liable should not de- 
prive them of the right to vote ua frcelioUiere. 
The property of tlie city ahoulil have 
ado'iuato representation in the City Council, 
for, after all, the Uorporatiou ia only a good- 
sized busineas concern and it should be 
managed on business principles.

They have thua proclaimed them- 
selves the eniMuioa of maniiiiul and it ia not 
aurpriaing that mankind ia now making up 
ila mind to take then: at their own oaliiiuvto 
of themsulvoa and to treat them as dangor- 
oua creatures for which society has no use, 
Thoy have been recently troublesome in 
ICngland and tho Oovornmont by tho tender 
way with wliicli it treata Iheni has diaguat- 
ed many onler-loving and law-abiding peo- 
ple. ThoHo peoi)lc regard toleration aa a 
vico when it ia exorciaod towards men who 
have shown themsolvea to be the enemies of 
their race.

POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

There arc persons, and presumably intelli. 
gent persons, in almost every community 
who ezpreaa the atrongeat dialike to " poli- 
tical economy." These peraonB are appar- 
ently under tho impression that political 
economy ia a hard and hcarllea.s ayatom — an 
iron clad sot of doctriuca iuvouted by Adam 
Smith, John Stuart Mill, Bioardo and a 
number of other philosophers whose aole de- 
sire was to make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer. They speak of political econo- 
miats with hatred mixed largely with con- 
tempt, ami they evidently, boliovo tliat 
tho oconomic Uwa which thoy have brought 
to liffht did not exist before theie men lived 
and wrote. ^, 

There would not be a greater mistake 
than this. The haters and contemners of 
political economy are, if thoy only knew it, 
us niuob political ocononuQta aii over 
Adam Smith was. Each of them is a 
diaoiple in acme school of political economy. 



SOUND DOOTRINE. 

Wo are glad to find that at loaal ono re- 
ligious uewapapor aecs that I'rotestantiani 
in Canada ia not in need of any aasocialinn 
except thoao that aro purely and genuiuely 
ecclesiastical to protect it from ita eneniiea, 
real or imaginary, earthly or ghostly. The 
following extract from a late number of the 
Canada Presbyterian is replete with sound 
practical common sense. It says: 

The existence of the Proteatant Protective 
Aaaooiation in this Province can bo vindi- 
cated by allowing thai popular government, 
froo education and the Gospel have tailed iu 
their missions, and it cannot be auccesafally 
defended in any otlier way. For tifty years 
tho people of Ontario have enjoyed popular 
government. lOveiy man, not a lunatic, or 
a tramp, or a criminal, hus a vote. Are tho 
Protestants at the end of half a 
century of self government unlit to 
take caro of thoniaolvea without 
tlio aid of tills politico-religious society 
whicli doea moat of ila work in the dark ? 
Wo apeud about lhrce i|uartera of a mil- 
lion annually on educaiion, beaidea the 
amouut given by churchea for tho support 
of uuivcraitica not under tho control of tlie 
State. ,V hat aro Queen's and Trinity, and 
Victoria and McMaater, and the Collegiate 
Inatitutea, and the High Schoola, and the 
Public Schoola, and the Private Schools do- 
ing if our people need a society of this kind 
to enable thorn to resist Rome The man 
who said knowledge ia power must have been 
mistaken, or perhaps our educational inati- 
tutions do not impart knowledge. More 
than all, and worse than all, the very 
Gospel baa been a comparative failure 
in Ontario if by this time the Protealanla 
need to import & Yankee invention to pro- 
tect their religion. Hundreds of miniaters 
have been preaching, and thousands of Sab- 
bath school teachers teaching, for many 
years, and yet the people preached to and 
taught need a semi-political society outside 
the machinery of both State and Church to 
defend the Gospel aa Proteatanta understand 
it? We bad the opinion that the Gospel, 
eapccially the Gospel as preached by Calvin- 
ista, made men brave and strong and able to 
take care of themselves. We incline to tho 
opinion that the statesmen and teachers ai.d 
preachers of this little country are not 
ipiito prepared to v/rito theniselvea down 
laikirea. 

If tho P. P. A. become powerful aa a 
politioal force, religious diaseneion would bo 
rife in the land, politioal disouaaion would 
become more bitter and political hates 
more intense. The politicians would, of 
couran, become more religioiia. A burning 
zeal in the cauac of religion would be the 
principal part of their atook in trade. Tho 
syetcm that would then be in operation 
would greatly raise the value of hypocriay 
in the political market. The profosaors of 
religion would, no doubt, become more 
numtroua, but its honest and aincore prac- 
tiaora, we fear, fewer. Thouniveraal opera- 
tion of the law of supply and demand would 
then, no doubt, become unpleasantly con- 
spicuous. There would then be a demand 
in the politioal market for men zealous in 
the cause of Protestantiam, and no thinking 
man doubta that the supply would aeon be 
equal to the demand. 



THE ANAROHISTB. 

Tho anarchiata aro not very numerous in 
England, but they are oxcoodiugly iioiay 
and impudent. It ia dillicult to understand 
why they are tolerated in that or any other 
civilized country. Thoy are of no use to 
tho world and cannot bo made of any use, 
Kvory other body of men haa for ita object 
the improvement of tho state or of society 
in some way or other. They all want to 
make the world u hotter and a pleaaantor 
place to live in. Many of them are, no 
doubt, mistaken as to the means thoy would 
use to accomplish this end, but their inton- 
tiona are undeniably good. But this is not 
tho ease with tlio anarchiata, Their object 
ia simply deatruclion, and olijiMith'sa ilcHtTun- 
tion. Thoy soeni to bo inspired by a blind 
hatred of mankind — that part of it, at any 



T. V. POWDERLY. 

The resignation of General Master Work 
limn T. V. Powderly of tho Knights^'of 
Labor is an event of conaiilerablo iriipiirt 
anoe. Mr. I'owiiorly ia, without iluubl, i 
man of groat ability. Uia being coiitkiuieii 
for fifteen years at the head of the most 
powerful of tho labor organizitions is of it- 
self proof that he ia no ordinary man. Hia 
position was mil at any lime a bod of rosea, 
lie had great diliioulliea to encounter ami 
many obsl^iclea to overcome. He ahvaya 
had bitter eiicmiea who were constantly en- 
deavoring to compass his ruin. But he 
maintained his influonce almost to the lust. 
Hia downfall ia attributed to many cauues. 
There are aomo who eay that he lost his 
legitimate iidluenco aa a labor leader 
cauae ho was ambitioua of political lUatinc- 
tion and endeavored lo usu the Ordor of 
which he was the head to advance his political 
interests. These people say that if Mr, 
Powderly had not become a politician, hia 
leadership would to d.iy be iin(]ueslioiieii. 
It ia contended liy others that Mr. Puwd- 
rly lost his li.'ad. Tho poaer he wielded 
as the tirat otlicer of a very powerful labor 
organization had made him dizzy. He 
came at last, they say, to believe that ho 
was the Order, and he coDsccjuently booaino 
imperious, despotic and inloleriviit of oppo- 
sition. He is accused of bocoming cureleBS 
and of allowing tho all'.iira of iho Knights to 
fall into confusion. Ue ia held responsible 
for the falling off of the membership of the 
Order. 

It is just posaible that there ia some 
truth in these alricturca, an:l thai one or 
of these laulla of character and conduct 
contributed to hia downfall. Hut to 
the wonder is not that ho haa found it 
necessary to resign after a fifteen years' 
lease of power, but that ho was able to hold 
the leaderahip of so largo a body of men for 
so long a time. 

There ia uo (jueatiou that Mr. Powderly'a 
inlluence over his iellow-KniglUa was, on 
tho whole, oxercibed for their benefit. Hia 
object waa to raise not only the social but 
tlie moral and intelleotual status of tho 
workiugnian. Ho encouraged oelf-culttire 
limong the men and he did what be could to 
persuade them lo have their cliililren edu- 
cated. He waa a aobcr man himaelf, and 
ho did much to promote the cause of tem- 
perance among the members of the order. 
Ho was an advocate for moderate courses, 
and of late years ho became convinced 
of both tho improvidence and tho 
inelt'ectiveneaa of atrikes. So much was 
this the caee thai hia enemies boldly 
asserted that ho had been bought over to tho 
ide of the capitalists. ' But it is more than 
probable that this accusation was prompted 
by envy, hatred anil malice. The Montreal 
\\ itnesfl, in a generous no'ico of Mr. Pow- 
derly'a deposilicjn, aaya; "His methods were 
oonstii uti(jual, ed ui.alional and repressive of 
evil within tlio order. . . . He waa al- 
ways on tho side of lawful authority, and as 
a conscquenco early discovered the futility 
of atrikes except aa a last act of martyr- 
dom, and threw his whole weight against 
them. So long aa he controlleil tho Knights 
of Labor thai liody had tho rea])ect of th 
masaoa. Could he have guided tlie working 
classes according to his own light, ho would 
likely have led them in time to a wise use of 
their vast powcra a:id a worthy conception 
of their ret|ioiiHibilitiea." 

Mr. Towderly's suceesaor in tlio .Master 
Workman's chair ia not iiiappropriatidy 
named Sovereign. Mr. Sovereign ia said 
to be a man of good attainments and high 
moral standing.

An Outline of the Facts aa Presentecl 
to the Jury Yes- 
terday. 



A Stroue Chain of Cireumstautial 
Eviaeuce Elicited by the 
Crovra, 



The second d&y't prooeedings of the 
adjouraed aasizea opened at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, Mr. Justice Walkem pre- 
siding, and the MurahuU murder cn80, in 
which a true bill hud been returned Iho 
previous evening, was taken up. 

The prisoner, Albert Stroebel, being nr 
raigned, pleaded not guilty, and Aulay 
Morrison announced that he, with Thornton 
Fell, appeared aa counsel for the accused. 

The jury chosen were Culin Cameron, 
William Shaw, William Holmes, John 
Aden, William Snowden, Aug. F. Turner, 
Robert Davidson, John C. Riohards, Wil- 
liam Gold, Thomas R. Ella, Wilson Noble 
and H. B. Rendall, foreman. Counsel for 
the prisoner had challenged nineteen jurors, 
and at the instance of the Attorney-General 
thirteen had stood aside, so that forty-four 
names out of the panel of forty-eight virere 
thus exhausted in completing the jury. 

A largo map or plan of the district in 
which the murder occurred wns spread on a 
table before tlio jury, and iho various locali 
ties were pointed out on it as they were re 
ferred to throughout tlio proceedings. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, C^. C., Attorney- 
General, opened the oase for the Crown 
with an address to the jury in which 
he made a comprehensive review of the evi- 
dence already elicited. The prisoner, he 
said, stood indicted for the wilful murder of 
John Marshall, a well-to-do settler about 60 
years of age, residing on SuDias prairie, 
within about a mile of the U.S. bouudary 
line. Marshall was found by Ira Airheart 
early 00 the morning of April 20 lying dead 
at the threshold of his own door, with one 
bullet wound entering his forehead and 
penetrating the skull, another penetrating 
the back ot the neck, dividing the vertebrae; 
and also showing marks of a blow, appar- 
ently of a stick, on the upper part of the 
nose, breaking the ckrtilage. A purse, 
pulled out of hia pocket, lay beside 
him. The lamp was burning in thi! 
house, and tuo table was set as 
prepared for an evening meal for two per- 
sons. The prisoner Siroebel resided on the 
other side of the boundary line, at the house 
of Mrs, Bartlett, in Sumas city. On the 
Sunday previous to the murder young Bart- 
lett and another lad named Hilliard, had 
called on the deceased, who was a remark- 
ably hospitable and entertaining old man. 
They had laughed and chatted with him 
about his girl, and he had said he was going 
to buy her a new dress and had the money 
to do it — pulling out of his pocket a little 
sack of gold and exhibiting to the boys a 
number of §20 pieces. The same day these 
boys were in Stroebel's room. The last time 
Marshall was seen alive was on the 
afternoon of the day of the murder. On 
that day the prisoner visited the deceased 
at his house, arriving there some time in the 
morning and staying to partake of the mid- 
day meal with the old man. During the 
meal a neighboring settler named Kluir 
came for the purpose of helping Marshall 
with his plowing. After the meal all three 
went out, Blair and deoeased to the plow- 
ing, while Stroebel crossed over to another 
neighbor named William Porter, who was 
engaged digging a ditch. Stroebel oll'ered 
to help him. and for that purpose pulled oil' 
his coat and threw it on the ground, also ex- 
hibiting a revolver, which he throw on the 
coat. This was a ..'iS calibie revolver, 
carrying a missile precisely similar to 
that which killed the old man. They 
worked until about 5 o'clock, before which 
time Marshall was seen going home from his 
plowing. Porter and the prisoner then 
went towards the railway track and milked 
the former's cow, after which Stroebel 
said he would wash his hands and go home, 
and crossed the fence for the purpose of so 
doing, Porter then going to hia house. But 
at 10 minutes to G the prisoner was met by 
a r.dl vay section man named Baxter, and 
\',\\? then going in a direction opposite to 
his road home, and towards Marshall's 
house. About 9 o'clock that evening, the 
attention of Ira Airheart, a trapper living 
near by, was attracted by the furious bark- 
ing of Marshall's dog. The barking was 
persistent. Stroebel was not seen by any 
living person from the time Baxter mot him, 
near G o'clock, walking in the direction of 
Marshall's house, until about 10 o'clock, 
when another witness, named Warnock, 
met him walking briskly into Sumas city. 
Next morning Mrs, Bartlett, his landlady, 
found in Stroebel's room two .38 calibre 
cartridges and two exploded shells of the 
same calibre. She put them in her 
pocket, and soon ufteruarda met Stroebel 
on the stairs going up to his room. Ho im- 
mediately missed the cartridges, andcalliug 
Mrs. Bartlett; eot them back from her. Oi 
course she had by this time heard of the 
murder, and her suspicions being aroused 
she sent for Lucas, the marshal 
of Sumas City, and talked the matter 
over with him. Lucas met the pris- 
oner after the int|uest and remarked 
to him that Marshall had been shot, 
by a .11 calibre revolver, and Stroebel im- 
mediately said "That lets mo out; 
mine's a ..'!S." Lucas asked to 'see tlio 
revolver, and (in examining it noticed 
that two of the Qvo chambers had apparent- 
ly been liied, and from two others the cart- 
ridges had been withdrawn without firing. 
This he could tell from the fact that some of 
the grease generally put upon the bullets 
as a lubricant had adhered to the chamber. 
IjUcas kept the revolver, much against the 
prisoner's wish, and ufrxl, day siarchtd 
Stroebel's room for the cartridges and sheila. 
They could not then be found, but on the 
day following the search was renewed, and 
this time was successful, the two empty 
shells being found outside the window and 
the two full cartridges hidden on the slats 
under the mattress of the prisoner's bed. 
As at the former trial an effort was made to 
show that the oartridgea had rolled on to 
the slats by accident, &nd had not been 
pluced there by design, the bjd had boen 
Fceurcd, and would 'oe setup, so that the 
jury n)ighb see the utter impossibility uf 
this theory. Tho prisoner was arrested at 
Huntingdon on the '.Jl-'nd, and kept at the 
hotel there over night, Ollicer Morealiy 
being in charge. _ As ho was about to goto 
bed, he burst into tears and exclaimed, 
" Will they allow mo to see my brothers 
and sisters before they hang me ? " An in- 
genious argument had been adopted at the 
lirst trial to show that tho murder could 
not have occurred on the evening of tho 
19th, this being in connection with the 
lamp which was still burning when Air- 
heart discovered the body. This lamp, it 
should bo stated, remained burning until 
two or threo o'clock in tho afternoon, when 
it was blown out. On behalf of tho prison- 
er, a lamp had been produced, said to bo 
similar to Murshall's lamp, and ovidonco in- 
troduced to show that it would not hold 



oil enough to burn more than twelve hours, 
but the jury would recognize that there 
was more to consiiler than tho size of tho 
lamp, tho conaumptiou of oil being gov- 
erned by the size of the wick and other con- 
ditions varying with every burner, and no 
doubt familiar to every juryman. Ho in- 
tended to introduce ovidonco to set their 
minds (|uito at rest upon this point. The 
prisoner himeolf, it would bo shown, had no 
doubt as to the day of the murder, however 
ho had obtained hia information. Ho had 
been wiitiug u letter just boforo his arront, 
and in this letter, which would be produced, 
he wrote, " I have got myself into a hell of 
a scrape. Old Marshall was murdered on 
Wednesday las t and they suspect me of it. " An 
endeavor had also been made at tho former 
trial to throw auspioion on an innocent 
man named Montgomery, familiarly known 
as "Old Sleuth," who had lived with Air- 
heart, Marshall's nearest neighbor, tho in- 
sinuatioua being based upon tho alle- 
gation that ho had mysteriously dis- 
appeared the day cf tho murder 
and had not since been seen. Not only, 
however, were there witnesses as to Mouc- 
gomery's whereabouts on the night, and all 
the night, of tho murdor, but there was also 
tho adriitional circumstance that ho had re- 
mained about tho neighborhood until June, 
and so far from having mysteriously disap- 
peared "Old Sleuth" would himself appear 
boforo them, being now in tho court 
room, ready to give a satisfactory account 
of his movements ever since. Under the 
new criminal code a prisoner ia allowed to 
give evidence in hia own behalf, and if he 
has nothinp to say that would bo to his ad- 
vantage, and therefore does not go into the 
box, rounsel are not allowed to comment 
upon that fact in any way. In this case the 
prisoner chose to go into the witness box, 
to give an account of those all-important 
hours from 6 to 10 o'clock, but the result 
was to seal his own condemnation by tho 
absurd and palbably untruthful story told 
He tells that ho left home at 9 o'clock in 
tho morning of tho day of the murder, 
which was \\'udncsday, with the intention 
of going (iahing, having on the Sunday pre 
vious hidden in the bush some salmon roe 
to be used for bait. He says ho took his 
fishing rod w ith him, but on the way to get 
tho salmon roe changed his mind, and hav- 
ing thrown the rod over the fence into the 
high grass, went over to Marshall's, He 
details the day's occurrences, agreeing in 
this part of tho story with tho other wit 
nesses, up to the time when ho left Porter 
with the avowed intention of going homo. 
Then, ho says, ho changed hia mind again, 
and concluded he would after all go fishing, 
and claims that he was on tho way to got 
the salmon roe when Baxter met hitii. It 
took him half an hour to get to the creek, 
he says, and he fished for two hoara ftnd ft 
half, so that it would bo nine o'clock. 
The night was dark and cloudy — tho hour of 
sunset was G.52 p.m., tho place of tiahiug 
was to the east of a high rango of hills in a 
thick forest, where it would have become 
night before 8 p.m., so that according to his 
own account he must have been fishing 
for an hour or an hour and a half 
in the dark before he quit. He had 
had no supper, according to this story, yet 
when he got home to Mrs. Bartlett's he de- 
clined her offer of something to eat, though 
after the work of tho afternoon and 
the two hours' and a half fishing one 
would naturally suppose that he would 
be very hungry. Moreover ho claimed 
that on tho way home he fell on the 
rail and hurt himself severely, so much 
so that the hurt kept him about for an hour, 
Yet on his arrival home ho made no com- 
plaint of the injury. Tho Attorney-General 
detailed several other inculpatory circum- 
stances, and remarked that apart from 
the prisoner's own statement, the evidence 
was principally circumstantial, aa evidence 
in such u oase necessarily must be. 
Some persona hold that a man should 
not be convicted on that class of evi- 
dence, but such a contention was against 
common sense. Midnight assassins do not 
take witnesses along with them, and 
if Iho evidence of circumstances is not 
to convict them, their deathly deeds are to 
go unvisited, and the daylight marauder 
only, who commits hia crime in tho presence 
of eyo-witnesaes is to bo punished. Such was 
not tho decree of Providence, nor of common 
sense. Circumstantial eviilence often 
all'orded stronger proof than direct testi- 
mony of eye-witnesses, who, having but one 
fact to depose to, might bo through preju- 
dice, or interest, bo mistaken in their 
impressions, but when the proof consisted 
of u multitude of ndnor circumstances the 
possibilities of falsification are minimised. 
The facts of the case were like raya o( light 
shed, one by one, upon a transaction en- 
shrouded in darkness, until at last it be- 
came surrounded by a Hood of light, making 
as clear as if shown by the noonday sun, 
how the deed had happened. The in- 
vestigation would disclose not only 
the facta bo had opened, but 
others, all pointing in tho one direction. 

Ira Airheart was the first witness called. 
He ia a trapper, of middle age, and lived on 
Suniua Prairie in April last. He said that 
he had heard a dog barking furiously in the 
direction of Marshall's house after dai k on 
the evening of the lUtli, and early on the 
following morning when he called at Mar- 
shall's for milk he found him lying dead at 
the door, his ilog standing by. lie could 
SCO the table Bet, as tlioiigli llicre had been a 
meal on it, anil a lani]) iiurniiig. lie went 
into Huntingdon to give the alarm. When 
he found Marshall a ragged purse lay close 
to hia hip, and the stem of hia pipe was on 
his arm. Timothy Montgomery, or "Old 
Sleuth," witness said, was with him on the 
17th, but on tho ISth he went to Sumas over 
the lino, returning about noon on tho 'JOtli. 
After having dinner they both went to 
Marshall's, the body then being in tho 
house, where they stayed until evening, 
when both returned to witness' cabin, where 
Montgomery had been livine with him. 
From then until about the 28th of May 
Montgomery went off and on to visit his 
traps, and when he was across the line 
stayed with his friend Station A^ent Black. 

The main examination being boished the 
court adjourned at 12,20 for one hour. 

CroBs-oxamined by Mr. Morrison, when 
the court reassembled, the witness Ira 
Airheart said ho had been for years and 
was now a resident of Clayton, Iowa, 
and was only teinpurarily on Sumas 
prairie last April, having oonmionood 
trapping alioul the filh or (lib. He 
hatl gone thoro bccmao in Iowa he had 
heard from Mr. Noble, of .Sumas, tlmt that 
was a good place to trap. For about a 
month before he went to .Somas ho had 
boarded at Huntingdon. He took u]) hia 
residence at .Sumas in a cabin, which bo 
occupied by permission of tho last occti 
pant, paying no rent. His traps and Mont- 
gomery's were sot within a radius of li(J() 
yarils of MarBliall's house. When ho went 
to Aekorman'a to tell about tho murder he 
miyht have said that the deceased had been 
struck a left-handed blow, because the ap- 
pearance of the body as ho lirst saw it 
might leave that impression. It was not at 
firat that ho saw the purse, but only when 
ho went back with the people from Hunting- 
lion. Ho did not think there had been any- 
body there in tho meantime. When ho first 
saw tho body ho looked at it only for about 
half a minute, and then started off to the 
telegraph ofEce at Huntingdon, about a

Any male or female, ot the full ago of 
twenty-one years, holding a liconso for and 
carrying on business within tho ward in which 
he or sho Is registered as tho holder of a trade 
license In tho inunioipality, the annual foe for 
which is not less than llvo dollars, and who 
shall have paid for such IlcenBo for tho six. cal- 
endar months next preceding the first day of 
January 1891, and who has paid, on or boforo 
tho first day of December, 1893, all municipal 
rates, taxes and liconso fecEi, exclusive of water 
rate or water rent, payable by him or her, and 
who, on tho fourth day of December, 1883, shall 
bavo been a resident of tho municipality for at 
lojiatone year previous to the said fourth day 
ot Deccinber. 

(3) Any male or female, being a British sub- 
ject of tho full age ot Iwenty-ono ycara, who 
has resided and been a householder in the 
municipality tor tho six months immediately 
preceding the 6th day of November, 1893, and

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THE MARSHALL MURDER. 

Continued from Pane iSix. 



milo and a halt distant. Tlio pluco ia called 
Huntingdon iibove the lino and Sumus Uity 
below it. Ho had often gono to Marshall's 
for milk, but never had gono so early before, 
aa ho generally called when passing homo. 
The dog would burlt at him and greet him 
with a welcoino. Ho knew it wus Mur- 
shall'a dog v,-hcn ho heard tho burking the 
evening of the murder. 

Capt. William S. Jenimott, Provincial 
land surveyor, identified tho map placed 
before tho jury as one made by Mr. Wooda 
. and himself from field notes he had laltcu. 
Morshall's bouse, ho testified, could not bo 
seen from the railway track ut his gato, but 
only from ono spot, 1,225 feet south from 
the gale. 

Dr. George W. Boggs testified that he 
had made a post morttin examination of tho 
body of John Marshall. Ho found a bullet 
wound ut tho inner corner of the left eye- 
brow, and probing found it about .'U inches 
in depth, tho probo bringing up agaiunt 
aomethiug hard, unlike bono. Thinking 
the bullet might have gono through ho 
turned the body over and fouud a bullet 
wound in the baok of tho neck. Tho buliut 
bad gone through the vest and shirt bolow 
the oollur. Opening the nock with a kuifo 
he found a bullet about an inch and u half 
in, (The bullet was produced and idontiSed 
and shown to the jury.) Ho next removed 
the skull onp and brain to find the other bul- 
let, which be dislodged from a bone in the 
middle of the head ; it had gone below tho 
brain without touching it. There waa a 
mark on the bridge of the nose, the carti- 
lage beinp; dislocated from the bone ; this 
would be caused by a blow from a stiok or 
from a full. The bullet wound in front 
might not bo instantly f>ital, but the wound 
in the back of tho neck would be instan- 
taneously fatul. 

Cross- ( xiiiuinod, witness aaid a man re- 
ceiving llui Uutei- wound would naturally 
fall forwuril ; if first shot from in front he 
would probably fikU buckwcird. Ho would 
cot bo likely to turn round. That was the 
prevailing opinion, but there were sonio 
authorities who ihought othorwiao. 

SVni. I'crier svua next called and showed 
on the map wbero he was ditching on the 
10th of April for the niunicipulity. Priaoncr 
Ci>riO to him about 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon, having jiiat then left tho deceased 
and Blair, and ollercd to help, going to woik 
with a bhovel throwing out mud. After a 
little bit ho pulled his coat oiT, and throw- 
ing it down beside tho ditch threw upon it a 
revolver aimilai to the ono hero produced iu 
court. About 5 o'clock they cjuic ditching, 
and witness having caught the cow, prisoner 
held her vi\\\\a tho witnoaa nulkod. The 
pail being filled before tho nulklng was 
over, prisoner said be would drink some of 
tho milk, and did so, and then finished the 
milking of the cow into the pail while wit- 
ness held her. About half-past o they 
separated, prisoner saying ho was going 
home. Marshall, who had been working 
within sight of tho ditch, went towards 
home alone about half-past Next morn- 
ing about 7 o'clock he heard of the killing, 
and with several others went to tho house. 
He did not go in, but helped to put on the 

gate a notice to prevent people entering. 
In the way from there to Huntingdon he 
met a crowd, Stroebel among&t others, 
And they all turned back, because 
he and Trusswell told them that they 
had put a notice on the gate pro- 
hibiting anyone from going in until the 
authorities arrived from Weatminster. That 
day he asked Stroebel what time he got 
'home the previoua night, and ho aaid 
"about five or six o'clock." Whore the 
prisoner lived was about a mile and thrce- 
quartcra from Marshall's house. It was 
about hulf-past five when thoy had parted 
tho previous evening after milking the cow, 
and prisoner then had about a mile and a 
half to go. The day of the funeral he.put 
the same question to prisoner, who said he 
got homo late aa he had been fishing, 

Croas-oxamiued by Mr. Morrison, witness 
said when tho prisoner took ofi' his coat 
while ditching ho threw tho revolver about 
eight feet on to the coat. He did not notice 
whether tho prisoner took tho revolver away 
with iiim. Prisoner wanted to u,o into part- 
norehip with him in digging the ditch, and 
witness had some thought of making such 
an arrangement. Pie had known Stroebel 
for ijuite a while and hia general reputation 
•was good. He had owed Stroebel money, 
and paid him SG since he had boon in prison. 

Wm. Blair, farmer, and clerk of Somas 
municipolity, aaid he went to Marahall's 
house on tho I9th April to help with the 
plowing. He found Marahall and Stroebel 
finishing dinner. Tho three went out to- 
gether and Strocbol left them, going over to 
where Porter was ditching. Stroebel gen- 
erally curried with him a black, thorny 
stick similar to ono here Bhown to him and 
handed to the jury. The prisoner generally 
wore light shoes. 

In cross-examination, witness aaid ho had 
known Stroebel nearly seven years, and his 
reputation wus good. Ho did not know 
that it was Stroobel's habit to go Udhing. 
Marshall always washed his dishes after 
Bupper, never leaving them on the table 
until next morning. 

Archibald Baxter, aeotion man on tho 
Mission branch of the C. P. B., testified 
that be had met the prisoner on the evening 
of the 19th April, between 5 and 10 minutes 
to 6, about 200 yards south of tho little 
treatio at Marahall's gate, going north 
along the track. Ho bad in his hand & 
stick, aimllar to that shown in court. It 
wus prisonor'a habit to walk with hia lanio 
foot on tho rail, and the other on the 
'ties. Witness saw another man sit- 
tmg on tho corner of the trestle. This 
man wa.s about 3 ft. in. in height, wore u 
brown coat faded with tho sun, and blue 
pants, and hud a bundle with him slung 
over hia ahouldur. Witnesa waa riding on i: 
railroad velocipede, and going at about aix 
miles an hour. Ho saw tho same man pasa 
through Huntingdon going south between 
G ami 7 o'clock. Ho (witnesa) was then 
sitting at tho tea table, and remarked to his 
wife that the man had mado good time. 

Frank W. Warnock, contractor, of Hunt- 
ingdon, waa on the 19th of April engaged in 
posting booka at Paton's atore in Sumas 
•city. Ha left work about 9:45 p.m., and on 
hia way homo met the prisoner Stroebel ut 
the junotion of Harrison street and the 
railway, walking south and (juito fast. 

Crosa-examinod, witness said he had 
heard that he waa aocnaed of amuggling 
opium, but had no knowledge that any stops 
had been taken againat him by the authori- 
tiea. Ho knew Airfaeart and Montgomery, 
but bad not heard them oonneoted with any 
amuggling rumor. 

George William Hilliard, a lad living at 
Sumaa City, had been at Marshall's houae, 
with Mra. Bartletl'a aon, the Sunday be- 
fore the murder. They talked to the de- 
ceaaed about hia girl, and ho suid ho was 
going to buy her anew dress, adding, " I've 
.got the money to buy it with, too." Ho 
pulled a pouch or sack from his pocliot and 
turned out five or aix §20 gold pieces into 
hia hand. Ho and young liartlett had been 
in Stroebol's room in Mrs. Bortlett'a house 
that day, and a.uv there a revolver like that 
in court. Stroebel had not got up at that 
time. There was ono cartridge in tho re- 
volver, but ho saw no more in tho room. 
"Witness fired oil' tho cartridge, by accident. 
He identified a purse produced ns like that 



which he had seen Marshall pull from his 
pocket, 

Timothy Montgomery, trapper, said he 
was on Apiil 19 at the house of Francis 
Black, agent of tho B. B. and B. C. railway 
at Sun a-!. On tho morning of tho 2()th ho 
went with a crowd towards tho houae, but 
turned back when ho found that no ono 
could get in until tho coroner camo. Ho 
then went to Mr. Airheart'a. Ho otayed 
about .Snina.q till May, and after that wont 
out trapping with friends whom he do- 
acribeil, returning to Siimas about tho end 
of October. Since then ho bad again been 
out trapping, until November 29, when Mr. 
Moresby sent after him. 

In croaa exnuiination the witueca repudi- 
ated tho nick n-inie of " Old Sleuth," say- 
ing ho had not been awure that ho waa called 
that. Ho had come to Suniua with tho in- 
tention of going into the Nicolu valley, but 
not being able to got over Hope mountain 
becauso of the snow, he had stayed over with 
his friend Francis Black. Ho got trapping 
with Airheart and used to go back and for- 
ward between hia place and Black's. 

It being about aix o'clock when this wit- 
ness finished, tho court adjourned until 10 
o'clock this morning. 

KO DELAY. 

To THE Editor: — I have followed with 
much intereat the discuasion on municipal 
afTsira which has lately been carried on in 
your columns and ia thoao of your pontem- 
piirary, and it appears strange that in dis- 
cuaaing one, and not tho least important 
iaaue, (. (j , soworago, the true object to be 
attained ia hardly mentioned. 

The question of sewerage ia too intimately 
connected with the phyaioal welfare of the 
population to bo discuasod upon a purely 
monetary baais ; it is ono of life or death, 
health or sickness. It has been proved be- 
yond the possibility of eoutradiotion that 
in a city provided with properly deaigned 
and constructed sowers, the death rate is 
invariably lowered and tho general standard 
of health raised. Moat of your correspond- 
ents seem to view the matter as promising 
simply an addition to I'lvalion ; few, on con- 
sideralion, would not, I [jrcHunic, be willing 
rather to ))ay some addiiiuiial rat(! anil en- 
joy yood health than incur expemiiture for 
medical attendance, far too often required 
by the diaregard of the laws of health. 

I »ni sure that, Imd the writera referred 
to viewed the matter fmni tlie p-opcratund- 
point, thoy would have liL-en among Ihofirat 
to urge upon their neiglibora' attention tho 
absolute necesaity of dealing without delay 
with this matter, alike important to ihoni- 
aelves, their fellow citi/ous, and the reputa- 
tion of their adopted city. 

I trust that abler pona than mine— for 
surely some of our medical men are able to 
apeak authoritatively on tho pubjeot — will 
bo enlisted on tho sido of health and con- 
tinue to preaa the matter upon pubfio atten- 
tion.

A Native South Afrleim Telia ii blttlo Ilonioly 
Truth Concern lug Tlmt Miich-Tiilked- 

.Mjiiut (y'ouulry. 

Mr. Valentino Webaier, of the Coylon 
Co operative Tea (iirdena Co., Colomba, ia 
H])ending a few days at the Victoria in the 
cuurae ol a round-the-world buaineaa tour. 
He was in South Africa, bia mUive livnd, 
one year ago, and knowing that country 
thoroughly from end to end, bo ex- 
preaaea surprise that any numlior of eeuaible 
men Bboulii look upon i'. aa a deairablo lield 
for Settlement. It haa, bo says, no promiae 
of a prosperous future, and the rush to 
Africa which tho pistfew montha have wit- 
nessed may ho attributed imdnly lo tho ex- 
tensive advertising of "cheap rates to tho 
gold lieliis," by which rival steamship com- 
panies have deluded the not too- well- informed 
cluas, who are their principal patrons. 

Not only doea it coat a groat deal of 
money to get to South Africa, but living ex- 
penaea there are high, tho labor aupply more 
than equal to tho demand, and tbu climate 
and natural conditiona very much ugainat a 
foreigner. Of tho three seaports, Capetown 
haa been ijuite dead for youra and now offers 
no iuduceineni; for additional population ; 
I'ort l'',lizibeih haa grown slightly during 
recent year.", hut has reached its utmost 
rati<imil development, anil Durban ia hope- 
lessly stagnant, lidand, Ivimherley tompta 
with the glitter of its diamonds and Johan- 
nesburg charms with tho fame of its gold. 

This of course brings tho stranger to 
DiUch territory, where no outsider — I''ng- 
lishmun, American or Canadian — cin hope 
to contend ugiinst tho laws which the Dutch 
have made for the benelit of the Dutch. It 
is a paradise of " old pioneers," and oQices 
in the Uovernmont, on tho railways, tele- 
graphs, and in all other departments of pub- 
lic business are reserved for themselves or 
their descendants. 

There are no placer mines, and the quart/. 
])ropertica, the magnitude of whose exports 
has lillod tho world with wonder, are in the 
hanils ot vast corporations who work them 
eyatcmatically and soientifioally. Men of 
all countries are received as free miners, but 
oven if th<-y da possess a little capital they 
find it useless to them — small oapital cannot 
suooessfully battle against millions. 

White laborers are not objeoted to at the 
mines — the only place where work is to be 
done — but there they must take their 
chances with the native labor element, 
negroes who are used to the country and the 
climato and are excellent workers. r.,a8t 
year all the stores wero overatocUed with 
assistance, and .Johannesburg waa tilled with 
prospecting expert.?, who could not secure 
employment for a song. 

In farming operations tho Dutch have 
again secured the upper hand, having pos- 
sessed themselves of uU tho agricultural 
Innil, and cattle raising — tho industry for 
which tlie best market ia presented— is 
efVeetuully disposed of by the multitudinous 
insect plagues.

The Ueans Taken to Siuppress Miners' ElotB 
' At Pontefrnct Investigated. 

London, Deo. 7.— The committee ap- 
pointed by the Government to investigate 

the action of the military called out to sup- 
press the riotous coal miners at Lord 
Mashani'a Featherstone pit near Ponte- 
fraot, reported to-day. The menibera 
of tho committee deploro the fact 
that no mogistrntc met tho troops 
at tlie I'ontefruct station, when tliey left 
the train there on August 7. It was also a 
mistake, they say, that thd troojia wero ao 
liividcd that no one body was strong enough 
lo overawe the rioting strikers. If a 
force of adequate strength hiui been 
marched into I'outefract Ihey think 
the necessity of firing upon the 
rioters would havo been obviated 
as tho miners would not have dared to defy 
a superior force. The committee aloo urges 
that an iiii|uiry bo made to a.scerl^in 
whether soldiers called out to ijuell riots 
may not be armed with weapons less danger- 
ous than rifles. The committee was com- 
posed of Jostioa Bowen, Sir Albert 
Rollit, Progressive Conservative M.P. for 
the Skipton division of Yorkshire; and 
Richard Haldane, Liberal M. P. for Had- 
dingtonshire. It was appointed by the 
Government at the instance of the Hudical 
and Labor members of Parliament, wlio 
were incensed by what they considered the 
recklessness of tho troops in causing blood- 
shed und death among the strikers.
